Further  progress  has  been  made  in  the  diphtheria  immunising 
campaign.  The  percentage  given  can  only  be  approximate  owing  to  the 
fact  that  the  populations  of  the  last  census  (1931)  are  used.  As  the 
children  under  5  gears  are  not  immunised  until  they  have  attained  the 
age  cf  12  months,  it  is  obvious  that  the  percentage  in  this  group  can 
never  attain  100  rer  cent.
